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Easy Winter Helping Area Wildlife

Skiers and snowmobilers have been grum- 
bling but wildlife in Crawford County have been 
kicking their heels in delight over the late-start- 
ing winter. 

A week into January there was still less than 
an inch of snow on the ground. During Decem- 
ber, the thermometer almost hit 60 degrees on a 
couple of days. 

Deer especially have taken advantage of the 
warm weather. 

“They’re in pretty good shape,”’ said Tim 
Paulus, DNR technician at the Grayling field of- 
fice. ‘‘They’re still able to go everywhere they 


want to. Foraging is still good and they’re work- 
ing over the hills where there are acorns left.”’ 

In other years the deer were forced to hole 
up in yarding areas by the end of December 
because of deep snow. 

Paulus said the warm temperatures have 
helped the deer as much as the lack of snow. 

“They’re still putting on body fat. Usually by 
this time of year they’re using up body fat trying 
to keep warm in extremely cold weather.” 

He said barring any unusually harsh 
weather or a late spring break-up, the deer herd 
should come through this winter fairly well. If a 
lot of fawns survive this winter, it could mean a 


large harvest next fall for hunters. 

‘The one year-olds make up 80-90 percent of 
the harvest,”’ Paulus said. ‘‘That’s why success 
this hunting season was down. Last winter took 


its toll on a lot of fawns.”’ 


Squirrels also had a field day with the warm 
weather. They were still gathering acorns and 
other food on the ground instead of going into 


their serni-hibernation. 


Fish in area lakes also had a break. Thin or 
no ice kept fishermen off lakes for a long period 
when normally there is heavy fishing pressure. 

Last week ice on county lakes ranged from a

Flu Bug Identified _ 


In County Outbreak 


by Jon Thompson 


A flu bug that hit Crawford 
AuSable _—_ students 
teachers just before the 
holidays has been identified 
as Type A influenza. 

Type A influenza, which 
strikes quickly and brings 
with it fevers of 101 degrees 
or higher, is generally more 
severe than the more com- 
mon Type B flu, Both types 
have body aches, coughs, 
runny nose, and sore throat 
symptoms. 

While recovery from flu 
bugs usually takes one to two 
weeks, Michigan Dept. of 
Public Health officials warn 
that pneumonia and other 
secondary infections can oc- 
cur. Senior citizens 
especially face a greater 
danger of complications 
following Type A influenza. 
If symptoms persist, persons 
of ail ages ure urged to con- 
sult their physician. 

Crawford County was one 
of only two places in the 


’ state reporting outbreaks of 
the Type A flu. A nursing 


home in Genesee County 
reported 19 of 160 patients 
with Type A influenza.

sounded the alarm on the 
outbreak by calling county 
public health nurse Marie 
Mahaney about a high rate 
of absenteeism at the schools 
(26% at Grayling Elemen- 
tary) onFriday,Dec.17.

BOOK OF MORMON 
OR JESUS ?? 


The ‘Book of Mormon” 
has been changed by church 
leaders by expanding the 
name to read ‘‘Another 
Testament of Jesus Christ’’. 
The “Book of Mormon’”’ is 
used in various Latter-Day 
Saints Churches as a 
“correction” to the gospel 
found in the Bible. Like most 
religious cults, they believe 
all existing churches are in 
error, and God called Joseph 
Smith through visions to re- 
establish the true church on 
earth by the sharing of 
another gospel of Jesus 
Christ. The 2 largest church 
groups are the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints known as the Mor- 
mons led by Brigham 
Young, and the Reorganized 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints led by 
Joseph Smith, Jr. The 
primary reason for the split 
was over leadership at the 
death of Joseph Smith over 
100 years ago. 

It is ironic that the church 
leaders coined the name 
“Another Testament of 
Jesus Christ’? to identify 
their perverted message. 
While they intended this to 
become more closely identi- 
fied with orthodox Chris- 
tianity, they labeled their 
own condemnation. Listen to 
Paul’s warning to the Gala- 
tian churches in Galatians 
1:6-9. 

“Y marve) that ye are so 
soon removed from him that 
calied you into THE GRACE 
OF CHRIST unto ANOTHER 
GOSPEL:”’ Notice the Gala- 
tians were being drawn 
away from a gospel of God’s 
Grace in Christ to another 
gospel which implies human 
works or merit. The gospel 
of Latter-Day Saints 
required good works to 
acquire and maintain salva- 
tion. 

‘‘Which is not another; but 
there be some that trouble 
you, and would pervert the 
gospel of Christ.” Verse 7. 
While the Latter-Day Saints 
would call the gospel of 
grace alone found in the 
Bible, error, they would 


claim correction of this error 
of grace by Joseph Smith’s 
gospel of works. The Bible 
calls this a perversion of the 
true gospel, in the name of 
the same gospel. 

“But though we, or an 
angel from heaven, preach 
any other gospel unto you 
than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him 
be accursed.” Joseph Smith 
claimed an angel from 
heaven led him to the golden 
plates or tablets upon which 
“Another Testament of 
Jesus Christ’? was found. 
Paul said, let such a person 
who makes such a claim be 
accursed or let him go to 
Hell or be damned. 

‘‘As we said before, so say 
I now again, If any man 
preach any other gospel unto 
you than that ye have 
received, let him be accur- 
sed.’’ Verse 10. The Holy 
Spirit repeated twice in two 
verses the same forcefull 
warning against any altera- 
tion of the gospel of God’s 
grace in Christ Jesus. It is 
clear, people who believe 
another gospel or testament 
of Jesus Christ under any 
name are accursed from 
God. I beg of you Latter-Day 
Saints, reject your ‘‘Book of 
Mormon”, repent of your 
sins and turn back to the 
Bible alone. (adv. )

‘eported that Michigan’s business 
climate has improved significantly 
He since 1972, but that further im- 
provements are needed, especially in 
regards to environmental 
regulations and high technology 
education, for Michigan to attract 
- new technological industries

‘The report. prepared by the Fan- 
tus Company, was commissioned by 
the Department of Commerce at a 
cost of $45,000. 

The report especially praised ef- 
forts by state government to 
‘become far more responsible to the 
. needs and concerns of the business 
* community during the past 10 
years.” 

The workers compensation refor- 
ms of 1980 and 1981, though hotly 
contested, were singled out for 
praise by the report. 

In 1972, workers comp “received 
; more negative ratings than any 
other factor covered in an attitude 
survey of Michigan manufacturers.” 
' But under the reform of those two 
* years, more than $800 million in 
savings will be generated for 
business, the report noted. 
& The paper also urged the Legis- 

lature, however, to carefully monitor 
court decisions affecting workers 
comp and to act quickly to clarify 
the ambiguities in the statute’s 
language that could lead to ‘‘ex- 
- cessively liberal treatment” of the 
reforms by the courts.

source for the state and called it a 
“major incentive to capital invest- 
mnent,”’ 

The paper also praised Michigan’s 
1974 act granting up to 12 years of 
100 percent property tax deferrmen- 
ts for new industrial construction. 
But, the report said, the state 
should consider exempting 
machinery and capital acquisitions 
from ad valorem taxes to make the 
state much more attractive. 

The report also warned that 
Michigan’s efforts at economic 
development could be badly hurt 
because educational facilities are 
“training workers for obsolete or 
soon-to-be obsolete occupations.”’ 

The state should inventory and re- 

assess its future occupational goals 
and develop new educational courses 
to meet those goals, it noted. 
_ And changes are needed in Mich- 
igan’s environmental regulations to 
end the slow-ups in processing in- 
dustrial permits and allow some 
leeway over pollution rules that 
freeze out business operations. 

While Michigan has a generally 
favorable environmental record, and 
environmental regulations can 
prove advantageous te business, the 
report said, some of the state’s rules 
hurt industrial development. 

The report concluded by being 
especially critical of the Department 
of Natural Resources’ policy of 
delaying processing of permits in 
order to force environmental ac- 
tions. |
